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THE HARMON FAMILY 
IN AMERICA 





The ‘first of the name af Harmon to locate in 
America appears to have been Francis, who arrived in 
Boston from London, England, July 13, 1635, in the 
ship “Love,” Captain Joseph Lowry, who receipts for 
Francis Harmon, aged 43, John Harmon, his son, aged 
17, and daughter Sarah, aged 10. From which record 
it would appear that Francis Harmon must have been 
a widower at the time of his emigration. One account 
concludes with the statement, “but no more is known 
of him.” | 

John [2], the son of Francis [1], Harmon, who was 
born in England in 1628, married in Plymouth Colony, 
Elizabeth—and they with two children, moved to und 
settled in Springfield, Mass., in 1644, where they were 
among the first settlers of the town. 

They had eight children, the six youngest of whom 
were born in Springficld, Mass. 

1. John [3], born in 1647, married on January 7, 
1668, Mary Dorchester and they were probably the 
ancestors of one of the families of the several John 
Harmons who settled in Maine. 

2. Samuel [3] died unmarried in 1677. Sarah [8], 
born September 22, 1644, married Charles Ferry. 

3. Joseph [3], born September 14, 1646, married 
Hannah Philley and they removed to Connecticut. 
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4, Nathaniel [8], born March 13, 1654, married 
Mary and they settled in Braintree, Mass. 

5. Mary [8], born November 12, 1651, married 
John. 

6. Elizabeth [3], born January 7, 1652, died young. 

%. Ebenezer [3], born August 12, 1657, was drowned 
in 1660. 

8. Sarah [3], married in 1661 John Ferry, son of 
Charles Ferry of Springfield. 

There was a Joseph in Kittery, Maine, in 1674. 

Nathaniel, of Braintree, married Mary Bliss, daugh- 
ter of Thomas Bliss, of Rehoboth. He was made free- 
man in 1644. 

They had Nathaniel, born February 8, 1641; Mary, 
born February 15, 1649; Sarah, born March 3, 1653; 
Jonathan, born June 24, 1654; Ephraim, born October 
30, 1656. 

Samuel, of Boston, 1689, had Samuel, bap. Septem:

In the History of Brunswick, Maine, p 838, it is 
stated that Colonel] Johnson Harmon came from York, 
Maine, or its immediate vicinity, and settled in Harps- 
well, Maine, in 1727. He was a military man. of some 
note. He married Mary Moulton, daughter of Jeremiah 
Moulton, of York. They had

Colonel Johnson Harmon was the ancestor of all the 
Harmons in that vicinity.

In the seating of the Meeting House in Springfield, 
Mass., in 1657, John Harmon had the “8d seate.” 

There were four distinct families of John Harmons 
in New England before 1670; the John [2] (son of 
Francis [1]) who settled in Springfield, Mass., in 1644; 
the John, of Saco, and York, Maine; the John, of Wells, 
Maine, who received an allotment of land there in 1677, 
where he settled, married and had a family of six chil- 
dren. This John, of Wells, had been a soldier in King 
Philip’s War, and was in the Narragansett Fort fight, 
for which service he received a grant of Jand October, 
1784, at which time he was living'4n Scarborough, 
Maine, having moved there in 1'726. 

These grants of land were called the “Narragansett 
Grants”? in which the Plymouth soldiers shared equally. 

John Harmon, Plymouth, Mass., who was the son 
of Edmund Harmon, of London, England, was ap- 
prenticed to Mr. Cook, of Plymouth, Mass., in 1635, and 
as no descendants seem to be known of him he may have 
returned to England. The date of his death is not 
known. 

There was also a Southern branch of the Harmon 
family in America, which it is claimed came from some- 
where in Southern England to Northampton County, 
Virginia, about 1659, perhaps earlier. These Harmons 
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spread through Virginia, Central North Carolina; then 
westward to Kentucky and other Western States. 

In the History of Rupert, Vermont (1761-1898), by 
Hibbard, it Is stated that Reuben Harmon was one of 
the band of first settlers of this town, which was com- 
menced in 1767. His place of residence is unknown, 
but it is found that he settled in the Mettowee Valley. 
He is supposed to have been the father of Reuben 
Harmon, Jr., who became famous in. local history for 
his copper coinage. Rethen Harmon, Jr., had the ex- 
elusive right of making Vermont copper coin, the weight 
and devices being regulated by the State. This coinage 
ceased in 1788, and the amount coined and put in cir- 
culation is wholly unknown. These “Anctori Vermon’’ 
pennies were common fifty years ago, but are now. rare, 
and quite valuable to coin collectors. 

Ensign Nehemiah Harmon, whose name appears sev- 
eral times in the early records, may, have been another 
son of Reuben Harmon, Sr. 

Reuben Harmon, Sr., was a delegate to the famous 
Vermont Convention at Dorset, in 1776. 

It is claimed that the Harmons of Vermont were 
descended from John, of Springfield, and that they be- 
came a large branch of this family.
